Thousand at St. Pierre—Many 
' Lives Lost at St. Vincent. 
Telegraph Communi- 
cation Restored.

Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
May 11.—Advices received here today 
from the vicinity of St. Pierre (10 miles 
from here) contain further details of the 
terrible volcanic upheaval which resulted 
in the utter destruction of that town 
and the death of nearly all its inhab- 
itants. 

The crater of Mont Pelee has been 
wearing -its “smoke cap’ since May 3, 
but there was nothing until last Monday 
to indicate that there was the slightest 
danger. On that day a stream of boiling 
lava burst through the top of the crater 
and plunged into the valley of the river 
Blanche, overwhelming the Guerin sugar 
works and killing twenty-three working 
people and the son of the proprietor. 

A commission was appointed by the 
governor to investigate the outbreak, and 
it returned a reassuring report on Wed- 
nesday evening. But about 8 o'clock on 
Chursday morning a shower of fire rushed 
upon St. Pierre and the coast from Le 
Carbet, which bad a population of 6,000, 
to Le Precheur, which had a population 
of 4,000, burning up everything in its 
path. 

The heat in the vicinity of St. Pierre 
was so intense and the stream of flowing 
lava was so unremitting that it wag im- 
possible to approach the town during 
the early part of the day. As evening 
approached the French cruiser Suchet, 
after a heroic battle with the heat, suf- 
focation and sulphur fumes, succeeded in 
making a dash toward the shore, near- 
ing the land enough for her to take off 
the survivors of the disaster, all of whom 
were horribly burned and mutilated. 
CHIRTY THOUSAND CORPSES 

“CREMATED BY THE LAVA 

St. Pierre at that time was an abs- 
lute, smoking waste, concealing thirty 
thousand corpses, whose rapid decompo- 
sition necessitated in some cases instant- 
ly completing their cremation, which was 
Only partially accomplished by the lava. 

The inhabitants of Fort de France were 
panic-stricken the morning of the disaster 
when the sky suddenly blackened until it 
was as dark as at midnight. The gea 
shrank back 30 yards and hot rain began 
to fall, while gravel, the size of walnuts, 
poured down on the town. This lasted 
about fifteen minutes. 

The 40 survivors who were brought 
here yesterday from the vicinity of St. 
Pierre by the French cable repair ship 
Pouyer Guertiler, came from the town of 
Le Prechepr, where, surrounded by flow- 
ing lava, they were nearly roasted ¢) 
death and expected momentarily to be 
engulfed. 

The work of relief is progressing here 
bn the most extensive scale possible, but 
in anticipation of disturbances the treas.- 
ury building and the warehouses ere 
guarded by troops.

PARIS SAYS THE DISASTER 
SURPASSES IMAGINATION 

Paris, May 11.—The Temps today, re- 
ferring to the destruction of St. Pierre. 
says: 

‘We believe, from the information re- 
celved here from the island of Mar- 
tiniqgue (meaning doubtless the official 
dispatches), that the disaster surpasses 
all that imagination can conceive. The 
whole northeastern portion of the island 
is laid waste. Three large communities, 
exclusive of St. Pierre, have been de- 
stroyed. The victims comprise two can- 
didates for today’s ballotage for mem- 
bers of the chamber of deputies.”’ 

A dispatch received here today 
Fort de France, Martinique, says: 

“All the hills surrounding Le Carbet 
and Le Precheur (near St. Pierre) are 
covered with refugees to the number of 
about 5,000, who are being taken away 
gradually. Meanwhile provisions are be- 
ing conveyed to them. 

“Of the thirty pérsons who were orig- 
inally rescued by the French cruiser Su- 
chet. the majority were fearfully burned 
and nine died while on their way to the 
hospital.

AMERICAN CONSUL AND 
FAMILY AMONG VICTIMS 

Other dispatches confirm the reports 
that the American and Britsh consuls 
and their families perished. 

M. Bloch, inspector of finance, and M. 
Labarthe, the colonial minister’s secro- 
tary, who have been dispatched by the 
government to Martinique, sailed from 
Brest today on board the French cruiser 
D’Assas, which carries money, provisions 
and other stores for the rellef of the Mar- 
tinique sufferers, 

A French cable official who went: to St. 
Pierre reports that the company’s office 
has been burned to ashes, and that there 
is no trace of the staff. This official adds 
that the cremation of the bodies of the 
victims has begun, and that the steamer 
Pouyer Quertien is proceeding to repair 
the northern cable. 

The waves of lava are still reported to 
be flowing northward, They thave even 
extended to L&eCarbet.

BEAUTIFUL HORROR IN 
THE SKY AT ST. VINCENT 

Kingston, Islapd of St. Vincent, British 
West Indies, Saturday, May 10.—After 
numerous earthquakes during the pre- 
ceding ‘fortnight, accompanied by sub- 
terranean noises in the direction of the 
Soufriere volcano in the northwestern 
part of the island, a loud explosion ffom 
the crater occurred M6nday ast, and 
the water in the crater lake ascended 
in a stupendous cloud of steam and ex- 
ploded heavily. 

The noise grew You@er continually til! 
Wednesday morning, when the old crater, 
3 miles in circumference, and the new 
crater, formed by the last’ eruption, 
belched smoke and stones, forcing the 
residents of Wallabou and Richmond 
valley, beneath the volcano, to flee to 
Chateau Belair for refuge. 

The thunderous noises, which were 
continually increasing, were heard in 
neighboring islands 200 miles away. 

At midday the craters ejected enormous 
columns of steamy vapors rising majes- 
tically 8 miles Righ and expanding into 
wonderful shapes, resembling enormous 
caulifiowers, gigantic wheels and beauti- 
ful flower forms, all streaked up and 
down and crosswise with vivid flashes of 
lightning, awing the beholder and im- 
pressing the mind with fear. The moun- 
tain labored to rid itself of a mass of 
molten lava, which later flowed over ig 
six streams down the side of the volcano, 
andthe greater noises folfowing united 
in. one continuous roar all evening, 
through the night to Thursday morning, 
accompanied with black rain, fajling dust 
and favilla scorial, attended with mid- 
night. darkness all Wednesday, creating 
feelings of fear and anxious guspense. 

On the morning of Friday there was a 
fresh eruption dna ejections of fiery omt- 
ter, more dist covering the island, in 
some places 2 feet deep. 

The crater is still active as this dis- 
patch is sent, and great loss of life ig 
believed to have occurred.

To a group 
of democrats last night ‘the is reported 
to have said that the democrats had 
much less to go on in 1892 than they ‘have 
now. He regards the Homestead riots, 
which emphasized the democratic bat- 
tle cry of ‘“Plutocracy!” in 1892 and 
alded in electing Cleveland, as a mere 
bagatelle when comparéd with the beef 
trust issue as a political force.

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WHITES AND BLACKS AT WAR. 


One Negro Is Killed—Several Persons 
Are Wounded. 

Beaumont, Tex., May 11.—In rows be- 
tween whites and blacks on an excursion 
train late this afternoon one negro was 
killed, several whites and blacks wound- 
ed and:-a number of others who jumped 
from the train are believed to have been 
injured. 

The fight started just after the train 
left Lake Charies. Solomon Botley, of 
Sulphur, La., was Killed and a young 
white man, Kitchen, of Beaugnont, was 
so badly wounded that he may die. A 
number of people jumped from the train, 
and their injuries are not yet known. All 
the lights in the negro coach, in which 
the trouble started, were shot out and 
many were hurt by flying glass. 

Another fight started shortly after, and 
Tony Jénés, Frank Kitchen, John Ber- 
wick and Leonard Dyson, all white, and 
living in Orange, were shot. The charac- 
ter of the ‘Wounds has not yet been de- 
termined. 

Charles Pack, a Beaumont negro, was 
also shot, but cannot be found. Full de- 
tails of the fight are lacking.

Detroit, Mich., May 11.—The street rail- 
way employets of this city have resolved 
to submit to arbitration the dispute with 
the Detroit United railway over their 
demand, for a raise in wages from 21 
cents per hour to 3 cents per hour. The 
company last week offered the men 
22 1-2 cents per hour and also offered to 
sitomit the entire question to arbitration. 
There was considerable sentiment at the 
meeting in favor of an immediate strike, 
but this was headed off by the officers 
of the union, who pointed out to the men 
that the agreement which they now have 
with the company provides for arbitra- 
tion of all disputes.

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COAL MINERS LOCKED OUT: 
ACTION OF THE OPERATORS 


Scranton, Pa., May 11.—rhere 
no coal mined in the Scranton 
the anthracite region tomorrow. ‘Even 
though the strike order was not certain 
of being religiously @keyed, there would 
be no mining, as the compantes agreed at 
a meeting of the general managers and 
superintendents Saturday that no attempt 
would be made to operate. Some of the 
companies, -however, propose to keep a 
few, at least, of their washeries running 
to insure a supply of culm for locomo- 
tives, hoisting engines and the like. The 
companies will not admit that the agree- 
ment to refrain from an attempt at oper- 
ating is eventually to resolve itself into 
a lockout should events at Hazleton make 
such a thing possible. 

Lockout at Hazelton. 


Hazleton, Pa.,;May 11.—Anticipating the 
action of their employees two of the in- 
dividual coal companies in this locality 
have practically locked out their men, 
This step was taken last night when 
Coxe Bros. & Co., operating the Beaver

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Meadow colliery, and Calvin Pardee & 
Co., owners of the Lattimer mines, notl- 
fiexl their employees that they need not 
report for work until ordered to do 380. 
This order does not apply to engtneers. 
firemen and pump runners, whose services 
are necessary to heep the mines free from 
water. These companies, it is believed, 
expect a long struggle, and this belief 
is strengthened by the fact that at Latti- 
mer work has been suspended on the re- 
building of a fan housé that was burned 
last week, and whose reconstruction was 
necessary to prevent the accumulation of 
gases in one part of the slope. 

The Lehigh Valley Coal Company an- 
nounced today that it will give employ- 
ment to all men who report for work to- 
morrow. 

Meetings of the United Mine Workers’ 
local unions were held in most of tae 
mining villages in the Hazleton district 
today and delegates were elected to the 
convention which meets here on Wednes- 
day for the punpose of deciding whether 
or not to make -permanent the strike to 
be inaugurated tomorrow. It is impossible 
to ascertain the attitude of the men. The 
meetings are secret. 


AERONAUT SEVERO KILLED

BY EXPLODING AIRSHIP 


Paris, May 11.—The air ship: belonging 
to Senor Augusto Séverv, the Brazilian 
aeronaut, made an ascension this morn- 
ing. The air ship exploded. 

Severo, the aeronaut, and one of 
assistant were killed by the explosion,

Senhor Severo’s air ship, called La 
Paix, had made two ascensions at the 
Vaugarars Aerostatic park since May 4. 
Upon both occasions La Paix was held 
by a rope at the height of 40 meters. In 
this position the air ship maneuvered for 
a short time successfully. 

La Paix was not unlike Santos-Du- 
mont’s air ships in appearance, but it 
differed from them in many details. The 
gas capacity of La Paix was nearly four 
times greater than that of Santos- 
Dumont’s balloons. It had three main 
propellers and two smaller ones, used 
for steering and in ascending and de- 


scending. The two petroleum motors of 
La Paix were of twenty-four and sixteen 
horsepower, respectively. After the ascen- 
sion of May 4 Senhor Severo said he 
would not make another trial until there 
was perfectly fatr weather, and that he 
would then attempt to extend ‘ig flight. 
Upon this occasion Senhor Severo and 
two assistants went up in the air ship. 

Senhor Augusto Severo has occupied 
himself with \the problem of air flying 
for more than twenty years. In 1881 he 
carried out some interesting steerable 
kite experiments in Brazil. In 1894 he 
constructed a large steerable balloon, but 
the results with this were not satisfac- 
tory. 

Senhor Severo was at One time a dep- 
uty and president of the budget commit- 
tee in the parllament at Rio de Janeiro.

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VOTE IN PARIS WAS 


Only One Disturbance During the 
Election Yesterday. 

Paris, May 11—The voting today was 
unusually. heavy and there was muth anl- 

mation in some distritts, especially in tee 
twelfth, where the nationalists conoen- 
trated tneir forces in an effort to defeat 
the reelection by reballot of M. Millerand, 
the minister of commerce. The nationalists 
failed, as M. Millerand secured @ stnall 
majority. 

There was but one disturbance. ‘Ins 
occurred at a voting place after the polls 
were closed. M. ‘niebaud, a defeated na- 
tionalist candidate, was injured. 

Paris has elected nineteen ministerialists 
and nine anti-mintsterialists, the latter 
gaining three seats In the chamber. 

The’ reports indicate tnmat the reballot 
has been favorable to the government, As 
half the ministerialists, including M. 
Leygues, the minister of pubic instruc- 
tion; M. Brisson and Jules Siegfried, for- 
mer minister of commerce, were defeat- 
ed. 
M. Paschal Grousséts, ministenjalist, a 
retiring deputy, who was reelected in 
Paris. died of apoplexy this evening. 4M. 
Lorthiois, liberal republican, who. was 
elected at Lille, died ghortly before tne 
polls closed. 

All the antl- ministertalists in Algiers 
were defeated. 

The only serious election disturbance re- 
ported occurred at Marseilies, where tue 
quarters pf the fusion committee were 
mobbed. Windows were smashed and pis- 
tols were discharged. Nobody was injured 
and some arrests were made.

THOUSANDS OF CUBAKS 


CHEER AS SHIP ABRIVES 


Palma Escorted to Castle by Rural 
Guard—General Wood Receives 
the President—Speeches by 
Mayor of Havana and 
Other Officials. 


Havana, May 11.—At twenty-three min- 
utes of 8 o’clock this morning a largé 
Cuban flag was hoisted over Morro cas- 
tle here. This was the signal that thé 
steamer JuMa, with President-elect Es- 
trada Palma and his party on board, had 
been sighted, and cheers went up from 
the thousands on shore opposite Morro 
castle, who had patiently awaited the 
Julia’s arrival since daybreak. The crowd 
cheered for the new preshient and for 
the flag which was hoisted over the fa- 
mous fortress for the first time. 

It was a moment of exultation for the 
Cubans and the fact that the Stars and. 
Stripes floated from its customary flag- 
staff beside the Cuban flag over the cas- 
tle did not lessen their enthusiasm. 

The Cuban flag flying over Morro was 
the same one which was first raised over. 
the senate chamber. It was sent to the 
oastle yesterday and fastened to the hal-. 
yards cf the flagstaff used to signal the 
nationality of incoming vessels. When 
the smoke of the Julia was s:en in the 
direction of Matanzas, the flag was 
hauled up. As it rose, the bands station- 
ed along the wnter front played the Cu- 
ban national hymn, steamers saluted and 
church bells were rung. 

Two hours later, after the last of the 
great fleet of vessels that had gone out 
to escort the Julla to the harbor had re- 
turned past Morro castle, this flag was. 
lowered and raised over the senate cham-. 
ber. 

There was continuous saluting as the. 
Julia miiled between the rows of tugs 
and barges, and there were cheers from. 
the crowded wharves. The several war. 
ships in the harbor were décorated. The 
Stars and Stripes floated ovep the wreck 
of the Maine, and under this flag the Cu- 
ban commission, in charge of the festiv: 
ities, had caused a white and black pen- 
nant to be placed. 

Dauntless in Her Glory. 

The steam tug Dauntless, the old fill- 
busterer, was given the right of the line 
in the marine procession. 

When he arrived at the wharf the pres- 
ident-elect was Avelcomed by Vice Presi- 
dent Esteve in a brief speech. 

A pretty feature of the reception here 
was Senor Estrada Palma’s welcome by 
twenty-three young Cuban women, dre@s- 
ed in costumes representing the American 
republics.

sional circles. While Captain Hobson, as 
stated in my former dispatches, declines 
to talk on the subject for pwhblication, 
gome of his friends seer to think that he 
las ample reason to believe the gossip 
about his becoming 4 possible factor In 
(Alabama politics has had a good deal to 
do with the failure of the committees 
of congress to act upon that measure. 

It is pointed ot as significant that the 
bill to place Hobson on the retired list 
was introduced in the senate by Mr. 
Gallinger, of New Hampshire, and in tne 
house by Mr. Moody, of Oregon—in neither 
case by a representative from his home 
estate. It is said that the members of the 
Alabama delegation have quietly thrown 
cold water upon the proposition to retire 
Hiobson whenever it has been broathed to 
them. It is difficult, however, to secure 
anything like proof of this. Still, some 
members of the delegation do not hesitate 
to express it as their opinion that if Cap- 
tain Hobson wants to leave the navy to 
enter the field of politics—as tney say ne 
does—the way for him to ao it is Ww 
resign outright and not ask to be placed 
upon the retired list, which, as they 
point out, means a continuance of salary 
for the rest of his days. 

‘he fact that the name of General 
Wheeler was used in: the house report on 
the bill giving the ship. masts to ‘Mont- 
gomery led “to the probably natural con- 
clitsion that General Wheeler hax some- 
thing ‘to do with the shaping of that re- 
port, which struck Hobson’s name out of 
the bill, but Captain Hobson and his 
friends here do not so construe it.

Opinion of Senator Rawlins on Philip- 
pine Bill... 


OTHER SENATORS SAY ‘LATER 
That Vote Will Not Be Taken Until 
Debate Is Exhausted—Notice 

from Lodge. | 


Washington, -May 11.—Senator Rawlins, 
senior- democratic. member .of .the.senate 
cominittee On the Philippines, today ex- 
pressed the opinion that a vote would be 
reached on the Philippine government 
bill toward the end of the present week. 
Other members cof the committee think 
the date of the vote may be postponed 
until some time next week, but none of 
them place the vote later than the 24th 
instant, two weeks hence. They say that 
whenever the debate is exhausted they 
will agree to vote, but that-they object to 
naming a day.fer a vote until they are 
quite certain that there is nothimg more 
to say pertinent to the subject.’ 

The consideration of the bill this week 
will be interspersed with the considera- 
tion of the’ appropriation bills, Monday 
being set apart for the fortification bill 
and Tuesday for the agricultural appro- 
priation bill. Neither. of these measures 
will corsume a great deal of time, and 
on each day it is expected there wil] be 
time! left for the consideration of the 
Philippine bill. Senator Foraker has 
given notice of a speech on the Philip- 
pine. subject on Monday and Senator 
Stewart will speak Tuesday, both in sup- 
port of the pending bill; Senator Spooner 
aiso probably will be heard cn the bill 
during the week. Among the opponents 
of the bil] still to be heard are Senators 
Clay and Money. It is probable that con- 
siderable debate will grow out of the 
speeches of Senators Foraker and 
Spooner. 

Senator Lodge has given notiee that on 
Tuesday he wil] move to meet at Ill 
c’clock each day to facilitate considera- 
tion of the Philippine bill. 

Tomorrow is District of Columbua day 
in the house. Special orders have. been 
made for the consideration of several bills 
to follow the disposition of district busi- 
ness. They include the bill to: authorize 
the issue of passports to residents of our 
insular possessions; the Adams bill for 
the reorganizaison of the consular serv- 
ice, and a day for the consideration of 
war claims. The conference report on 
the omnibus claims bill will also be con- 
sidered this week. Such time as remains 
will be devoted to the naval appropria- 
tion bill.

‘S. In seeking to be relieved from active 
duty, I beg to add that 1 am completely 
devoted to the navy, and in any course 
of work that I might undertake in the 
future I should endeavor at all times to 
serve the navy and the country, my sin- 
gle purpose, earnest and steadfast, being 
to render a maximum of useful service 
during my lifetime.

DR. BRANDT DESCRIBES 
AN EARTHQUAKE HORROR 


Apropos of the terrible volcanic erup- 
tion in the island of Martinique, causing 
the death of countless thousands of hu- 
man beings, is the Btory of the destruc- 
tion of Schemacha, the great Tartar 
town, by an earthquake of unprecedented 
severity on the 13th of last February. 
Fully 15,000 people were killed. The vivid 
account of this disaster is given by Dr. 
Theodore Brandt, who was residing at 
Baku, a city on the Caspiqn sea, and 
situated two days’ march from the de- 
stroyed town. Schemacha is in the 
province of Baku, Trans-Caucasia, in 
Russia in Europe, and, according to the 
census Of 1892, had an estimated popula- 
tion of 22,139. The czar has appropriated 
a million dollars to help relieve the suf- 
fering and to rebuild the town. 

Dr. Brandt’s description of what he 
saw and experienced is as follows: 

The catastrophe was caused by a vol- 
cano situated 6% miles east of Schema- 
cha. The eruption has not yet ceased 
and the nights are turned into day by 
the flames and fiery lava bursting con- 
tinuously from the crater. The earth- 
quake tore a ditch exactly three-fourths 
of a mile long, 6 feet broad and 12 feet 
deep, in the rock and soil half way be- 
tween the town and-the volcano. The 
writer happenea to be in the dining 
room of the hotel Metropole, at Baku, 
when the great Tartar town was destroy- 
ed. As I was sitting down to luncheon, 
at 12:28 o’clock, February 13, the build- 
‘ing and outlying houses as far as I 
could see (I was near the window) be- 


‘gan to rock to and fro for the period of 


fifteen seconds. I had my elbows on the 
table, felt it move away from and re- 
turn to its position. 

When the swaying ceased I was over- 
come by a dazed feeling from which I 
didn’t recover until an hour later. Af- 
terwards I learned that the other guests, 
and likewise the’ attendants, had had the 
Same experience. For a whole hour the 
great hotel, and the people of Baku gen- 
erally, fell into a sort of semi-comatose 
State, business ceased, street cars and 
wagons stopped in their’ tracks, the 
wheels of commerce and machinery stood 
stock still, or ran wild, according to the 
way they were affected. 

The same evening at 6 o'clock; while 
I was talking with a business man in his 
store, another shock came, but this sec- 
ond one probably lasted no more than 
eight seconds. It was less forcible, 
though, the swaying motion being ab- 
sent; it came by starts and jerks. An 
hour later telegrams announced that 
Schemacha had fallen, ‘‘a thriving Tar- 
tar town of 25,000 inhabitants buried, the 
gwovernor with a staff of officials on the 
way to bring relief.’’ 

Myself and servants immediately start- 
ed out with fresh horses, a pack train 
carrying provisions following an hour 
later. A mile’s ride from Baku the desert 
commences; ground torn and cracked by 
the eternal dryness, here and there white 
bones, the remains of camels and horses, 
and men, perhaps, dried up salt pools and 
lakes to the right and left, little or no 
vegetation, naked rocks and sand, sand 
and again sand. After covering some 
30 miles we caught up with the first re- 
lief caravan, carrying bread. The train 
was escorted by Cossacks, whose com- 
mander ordered me to fall behind. We 
rested for two hours in the village of 
Dschengin, but were unable to procure 
fresh horses. The night was spent at 
Marasan, a colony of Malakane sectar- 
ians banished to this, the moct barren 
portion;. of the. Caucasus on account of 
their opposition to the Orthodox church. 
These people were camping out, their 
houses and. barns being in ruins, and we 
had no seoner iaid down tn the sand to 
sleep when a third earthquake — struck 
the neighborhood, lasting eight seconds. 

Next morning, when about 2 miles from 
the stricken city, we outdistanced the 
governor’s own caravan and farther on 
came upon a troop of Tartar scouts who, 
hands on their long, shining stillettos, 
demanded provisions. We introduced our- 
selves as the governor's advance guard, 
saying that. his excellency was hastening 
to the rescue with two relief trains. 
Thereupon they turned their horses and 
rode away at breakneck speed. 

Another half verst and Schemacha was 
lying before us. ~ town is or was built 
on a number of low, sloping hills, skirted 
by a mountain range. In the distance 
begins the region of eternal snow. The 
air was soft, the sun shining, oppressive 
silence all around. Now a breeze waft- 
ed a most pestilential smell into our 
faces, the odor of decaying flesh, of burn- 
ing bodies. It was awful endugh to 
make us draw rein as of one accord and 
consult whether it wouldn’t be best to 
return, But love of adventure and curi- 
osity prevailed and we continued on the 
road toward the river. 


| 


A Horrible Sight. — 
There a horrible sight met our eyes. 
Both river embankments are strewn with 
dead bodies. shousands, of animals— 
horses, donkeys, goats, ‘sheep, cats and 
dogs—and hundréds of men, women and 
children, fleeing from the tumbling city, 
got so far and no farther. Reaching the 
supposed ‘haven of security they fell 
down in their tracks @nd the flery lava 
poured upon them. A&.qur startled horses 
recoiled from the battle field a cloud of 
vultures and smaller birds—crows, I be- 


lieve, rose up in the air, but soon re- | 


turned to ‘continué their ‘meal by the 
side of dogs and féxes. ThéTe was no 
rivalry—there was enough for all. 

With aching hearts,.we rode on until 
about 100 feet from what was once a 
city gate the street became impassable 
for animals, being blocked. in the center 
and hedged in on both sides by ruins, 
remnants of houses and towers, trees and 
pavements uprooted, ashes, laya,. melted 
ore and dead bodies of men and beast in 
wild confugion.. = |... : 

When I say that. Schemecha is but a 
vast cemetery I am putting it mildly. 
A cemetery is an orderly. place, this is 
chaos. The population of a.cemetery 
lodges underground out of sight, that of 
Schemacha—dead or alive—is in.a thou- 
sand and one places, buried and unburied, 
minus head or-limbs, suffering or crazed 
—but always silent... s ; 

Ah, this awful silenee, this resigna- 
tion of death! “If they would but speak, 
would but cry out in agony or wrath,” 
I said to myself over. and over again. 
Their mute distress was horrible to con- 
template. Not.a stone left upon a stone, 
not a house, hut or hovel standing. In 
their sfead piles of brick and mortar, of 
sand, stone, granite and beams, red with 
blood, intermixed with human and ani- 
mal corpses and parts’ of corpses. 

Most Schemacha houses were built of 
very large hewn stone, the roofs, too, 
were of stone, weighted by more stones. 
The earthquake literally tore these struc- 
turés asunder, tumbling all they contained 
into the cellar and roofs and side walls 
on top. 

The prince commissioner told me today 
that over 7,000 men, women and chil- 
dren are buried in the -ruins, buried 
without religious rites, ‘‘and so forever 
excluded from paradise,”’ think the poor, 
foolish survivors. 

I helped to put up the first lazaretto, 
a miserable barrack of thin boards and 
“so small,” I thought. ‘Yet ‘it proved 
large enough; there was, in fact, room 
to spare, for most of those carried by 
under cover of gaily decorated carpets 
were beyond help. They ‘had happily es- 
caped the surgeon’s. Enrife, happily, I 
say, for I watched the t§ree sawbones 
and thefr assistants at work. They did 
their best, of course; but their ‘“best’’ 
was awful. 

After trying in. vain for.ten days or 
more, J obtained this much of a state- 
ment from a native: 

“It was at noon. I stood in front of 
my house with a friend, talking. Sud- 
denly it grew black before my eyes, the 
earth shivered under me, one rapid, 
backward movement,.one forward; I fell. 
Soon all was over and my. house and 
my family, my wealth and my native 
town were no more,” 

As stated, the number of the killed 
will never be known,. all records being 
destroyed and burials and removals pro- 
ceeding indiscriminately. The prince 
commissioner spoke of 8,000 this after- 
noon; another guessed “15,000. I alone 
counted some 2,000 deatl bodies. 

The earthquake oceurred: while schools 
and bath ‘houses were in full swing. 
Their religion obliges.Tartar women to 
go to the public bath house daily if they 
have none at héme; the bathing places, 
as well as the schools, were in base- 
ments and cellars. Thus it happened 
that over 1,00 women and children were 
killed while performing their religious 
or other duties. 

On the banks of the river, tetween the 
awful carcasses, besides vultures, dogs 
and greedy crows, veiled women,  hun- 
dreds of them, kneel and squat, sewing 
coffin-sacks or preparing the bodies of 
their loved ones for bumal by a bath 
in the putrid water. As soon as a body 
ig sewed up men carry it to the moun- 
tain top, where it is set upright, face to 
the east, all without a word—no cry of 
agony, only silent sorrow. 

I thought I was going mad in this 
everlasting Stillness, in this desert of 
mute despair. Suddenly, toward even- 
ing, came the roar and clangor of an- 
other subterranean battle, noises ¢al- 
culated to frighten all creation. I was 
pitched to the ground that shivered 
and trembled under me. When I awoke 
our horses and the camels of the bread 
caravan were tearing about madly, Del- 
lowing with fright.

EXTEND MAINLAND 

The latest reports received here say 
that the state of affairs at St. Vincent 
creates grave alarm, especially as dis- 
patches from the island of Dominica, 
forwarded Sunday, reported that the son- 
friere volcano, in St. Vincent, was still 
in active. eruption. Four small boats 
loaded with refugees from Grand Ri- 
viere, Martinique, have arrived at Do- 
minica in.a pitiaple condition. Tix re- 
port that six other boats left that village 
at the same time. It is not known what 
became of them. 

The very slight discrepancies in the va- 
rious accounts of the volcanic outbrea 
in the West Indies which have reached 
London leave a shadow of hope that the 
later details will greatly minimize the 
extent of the catastrophe, and the fear 
is beginning to seize the British papers 
that even worse news may come. For 
instance, The Standard in an editorial 
this morning says: 

“It is only clear that the area affected 
is larger than known at first. If Dominica 
and St. Lucia have not suffered greatly, 
there is reason to fear that their turn 
may come, nor is it by any means certain 
that corresponding convulsions have not 
occurred or may not soon follow on the 
mainland of Central and South America. 
In the presence of such forces man is 
helpless, and we can only prepare to re- 
lieve the survivors as speedily as possi- 
ble, as the United States has set us an 
honorable example.”’ . 
MANY PERSONS DROWNED 

CROSSING TO DOMINICA 

St. Thomas, D. W. I., May 11.—Advices 

‘received here from the island 
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port that™ many persons were drowned 
while crossing to Dominica from the 
island to Martinique, where somé of the 
out parishes have been inundated. 

The eruption «© Mont Pelee, Marti- 
nique, continues. The lava is progressing 
northward. The whole northern region 
is now a rocky waste, denuded of vege- 
tation, i 

Reports from ithe island of St. Vincent 
say that up to the afternoon of Friday 
last over two hundred deaths had oc- 
curred there owing to the volcanic out- 
break in that island. Definite news, 
however, is lacking. Many estates were 
destroyed and steam and ashes were 
belched forth from 7 in the morning until 
9:30 at night. The eruption is now in- 
visible at Kingston. Huge dust clouds 
were blown eastward. Great distress 
prevails at St. Vincent, where there are 
many persons injured. It is believed 
that about 500 persons have lost their 
lives at St. Vincent. The majority of the 
corpses are still unburied. 

The British royal. mail steamer Solent 
has gone from Barbados to Martinique 
with supplies and doctors. 

From the island of Trinidad the Brit- 
ish royal mail steamer Kennet has gone 
to Fort de France.

THE RUMBLINGS MONDAY 

New York, May 11.—Captain Murchison, 
of the British steamer Grenada, which gr- 
rived today from-Trinidad and Grenada, 
says that while at Grenada reports from 
Martinique were at hand stating that 
Mont Pelee was in active eruption on 
the 2d. 

The Grenada passed the island of Mar- 
tinique on the morning of May 5. After 
hearing the rumblings of that island and 
St. Vincent some of the officers of the 
boat were on the outiook for eruptions 
of fire as they passed the long chain of 
islands. News of the rumblings on St. 
Vincent and Mantinique reached the cap- 
tain while the Grenada was at Grenada, 
an island directly south of St. Vincent, 
and he spoke of it to the second officer 
of the ship, James McGrath. The latter 
said today that the news of the destruc- 
tion of Martinique first reached the Gre- 
nada while off Sandy Hook. He was not 
greatly surprised. 

‘The people in Grenada seemed to think 
a great deal about the noises while we 
were there,’’ said Mr. McGrath. ‘‘rrom 
the talk I hedrd, judge that they were 
frightened. We put out from Grenada 
on the 4th and passed Martinique about 
8 o'clock the next morning. Our course 
carried us about 50 miles from the island, 
and, as the morning was partly clear, we 
could easily see the mountains in the dis- 
tance.

FIVE QUESTIONS 


FOR CONFERENCE 


They May Be Decided by the 
Body in Dallas, 


They. Are Election of Two New Bish- 
ops, War Claim, Election of Mis- 
sionary Bishop, Church In- 
surance and the Matter 
of Deaconesses. 


Dallas, Tex., May 11.—The four days 
of the conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church South, which have just 
passed, were occupied principally by pre- 
Hminaries. The determined efforts of an 
active minority for consideration of the 
“war claim’’ matter rather retarded 
progress toward a settlement of other 
lesues to come before the confererice. 

According to those well versed in the 
_ workings of the church, there are 
ve great questions to come before the 
conference. They are the election of 
two new bishops, a matter which will 
probably come up during the last week 
of the conference; the publishing house 
war claim; the election of a missionary 
bishop; chureh insurance and that of 
deaconesses. Two of the subjects, the 
war claim and deaconesses, were touch- 
ea on during the past week, but the final 
struggle over their settlement is yet to 
come. - 

Dr. E. E. Hoss, editor of The Christian 
Advocate, the official organ of the church, 
published at Nashville, is conceded to 
have the best chance for election for one 
of the vacancies among the bishops. 

To Abolish Publishing House. 

The introduction by a Virginia delegate 
yesterday of a resolution instructing the 
committee on publishing interests to in- 
vestigate into the advisability of abol- 
ishing the Methodist publishing house in 
Nashville, Tenn., and having the church 
printing done by contract, caused quite a 
stir. Apparently this resolution is a pure 
and simple business proposition, but some 
geem to think its adoption in some form 
well migiht afford a solution of tthe diffi- 
culty which has arisen in connection with 
the collection of the war claim on behalf 
of the publishing house. 

The coming week promises to be a live- 
ly one in the conference, as several ques- 
tions of vital importance to the church 
will come up for final settlement.

Will Connect with Direct Line to New 
York—Means Greatly De- 
creased Rates.

Columbia, 8 Cs. May 11.—(Spectal.)—A 
hope which Columbia has long looked for- 
ward to has at last been realized in the 
definite announcement that within thirty 
or sixty days a Mme of river steamers wii! 
be establishal between this city and 
Georgetown. ‘The steamers are to make 
gemi-weekly trips from Columbia to 
Georgetown, connecting with the Clyde 
line for New York. The boats to be used 
in this service are already at Georgetown 
and are awaiting orders to begin their 
trips. They will have a tonnage of from 
100 to 155 tons. 

The establishment of this line means & 
great deai for Columbia and especially 
ner wholesale trade, and it will give her 
merchants a reduction in all freight races 
of from 20 tao 2% per cent, a lower rate 
than that now emjoyed by Augusta, and 
practically the rate that Charleston en- 
Joye. 

William E. Fowler, of Baltimore, Md., 
who ids one of the stokholders of the 
company that has determined to put this 
line of boats in operation, arrived in the 
city yesterday. The purpose of Mr. Fow- 
ler’s visit is to see that the enterprise is 
properly launched and to look after the 
details at this end of the line. A number 
of merchants called upon him yesterday 
and gave promises of thetr business for a 
number of yeaTs at least. 

Besides the freight service a satisfac- 
tory passenger service will be establish- 
ed. Two trips a week will be made from 
one terminus to the other, requiring a 
day and a half. T. D. Love, of Wilming- 
ton, N. C., an experienced river boatman, 
will be the general manager of the com- 
pany. 

Pending the opening of the river to nav- 
ization to Gervais street, this city, the 
landings will De made about Z miles De- 
low town and the freight hauled by elec- 
taic cars to a convenient general: ware 
house. The government has been for two 
years at work deepening the river to the 
Gervais street bridge. This will probably 
be completed within a year.

SIMAUGHTER OF TWO WIVES

J Babe Sales and Hal Webb, two

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Our Army in the Philippines. 

In another column is printed a com- 
munication from Major George 5S. 
Hoyle, retired, who protests against a 
“wholesale denunciation of our army 
in the Philippines.” In that we quite 
agree with him and in all that The 
Constitution has written upon the re- 
ported outrages from the islands it has 
been careful to discriminate between 
actual offenders and the army in gen- 
eral. 

We realize that many of our south- 
€rn men are now officers and soldiers 
in the Philippines service and we feel 
sure they and their comrades gener- 
ally retain in their uniforms the same 
feelings of chivalry, respect for human 
rights and love for honorable welfare 
that is common to American citizens. 
We. have not believed and have care- 
fully refrained from intimating that 
the spirit of the army, rank and file, is 
inhuman, savage or contrary to fair 
fighting against any foe. Indeed, we | 
have regretted as thoroughly as any 
American that even isolated instances 
of cruelty and outrage have been dis- 
covered in the record of our military 
administration in the Philippines. 

In the particular matter to which 
Mayor Hoyle refers we simply quoted 
the language of the report of a Wash- 
ington newspaper that had a reporter 
present in the committee room when 
Senator Lodge presented the list, and 
we took it for granted that his lan- 
guage fn presenting it was correctly 
given. We have not seen any report 
to the contrary, but can easily accept 
Major Hoyle’s. statement that the list 
embraced “officers and enlisted men,” 
which materially modifies its signifi- 
cance. It would be an intolerable rec- 
ord, indeed, if it disclosed, as the re- 
port had it, that one out of every ten 
of our army officers in the Philippines 
had been courtmartialed for offenses 
against natives in contravention of the 
plain articles of war.

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WILL BE NO-FILIBUSTERING 
AGAINST PHILIPPINE BILL. 


Washingten, May H.—(Special.)—Assur- 
ances have been given that there “will be 
vote on the Philippines government 

ll in the semate some time this week. 

While there has been no formal agree- 
ment to that effect, and probably will 
not be for some days, there is no dispo- 
sition on the part of the opposition to 
do anything which can be construed into 
a filibuster. 

President Roosevelt is said to have 
threatened that unless congress passed 
the Philippine government bill and a Cu- 
ban reciprocity ‘dill, there will be an hn- 
mediate extra session. This has been 
construed in some quarters an effort to 
frighten the democrats who are oppos- 
ing the Philippine government bill, but 
in reality it was intended as a threat to 
those republicans who are opposing the 
Cuban reciprocity bill. 

No Filibuster Contemplated. 

The democrats of the senate have at 
no time contemplated a filibuster against 
the Philippine bill. They have opposed 
it, and they propose to continue their 
arguments against it, for they consider 
its provisions, in some respects at least, 
monstrous. But there has been no in- 
tention to string out debate to an un- 
necessary length. 

Senator Patterson, of Colorado, who is 
one of the members of the Philippine 
committee and ag such has taken an ac- 
tive part in the debates before the sen- 
ate, sald to me in discussing the attitude 
of the democrats: 

“I twave seen.it said that the minority 
of the committee was in favor of filibus- 
tering against this bill and consuming 
the rest of the session in discussi it. 
There igs no truth in that. There will be 
a vote om the bill in the near future and 
it will be brought about without any at- 
tempt at coercion on the part of the ma- 
jority. In fact, if any such attempt were 
made it would be bound to defeat its 
own end. We are opposed to this bill 
ahd opposed to the principles underlying’ 
it. To my mind the atrocities which have 
recently been unearthed are nothing in 
comparison with the monstrous* atrocities 
of fastening this legislation upon people 
whose lands, under it, will be taken away 
and who are to have absolutely no oppor- 
tunity to say a word for themselves. This 
bill furnishes the machinery for exploita- 
tion of the timber lands, the minerai 
lands and other valuable properties of 
the Philippine islands, while the pedple 
of these islands are not given an oppor- 
tunity for eaying so much as one word 
with regard to the disposition of these 
valuable rights and properties. The ma- 
chinery is furnished by this bill for the 
loading down of the islands and munici- 
palities with bonded indebtedness. The 
way is being opened for Wall street to 
get its grasp on the islands. To “my 
mind it is a monstrous piece of legisla- 
tion. There is no use, however, in at- 
tempting to filibuster against it. The 
republicans are committed to it, and so 
far as I know not more than two votes 
on that side of the chamber will be reg- 
istered against i. 

“In view of this gtate of affairs, we | 
realize that anything like an effort to 
defeat the bill through .a filibuster would 
be futile. If we had the votes, or if it 
were possible to get the votes, to prevent 
the passage of the bill, I would be in 
favor of exhausting every possible par- 
liamentary procedure to prevent its pags- 
lage. But we thave not the votes and as 
soon a8 we have presented fully our rea- 
sons for voting against the Dill, we will 
consent to a vote being taken.” 

The Canal Bill Next. 

After the Philippines bill, the isthmian 
canal bill will have, according to the 
agreement of the republican steering com- 
mittee, the right of way. Senator Mor- 
gan ig confident that there will be a vote 
upon the méasure itn the comparatively 
near future. He is also confident that 
the Nicaraguan proposition is stronger 
now ‘than it was some time ago. 

“The flurry of interest in the Panama 
route,” said Senator Morgan today, 
“about which there was so mucb talk 
not long ago, seems to have been grad- 
ually expending itself, and I am confident 
that the proposition to construct the ca- 
nal by the Panama route is weaker today 
than it was immedtately after the report 
of the commission. I am sure that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt is sincere in his desire 
that the canal bill shall be enacted at 
this session of congress, and I am equally 
sure that the more the situation is stud- 
ied the clearer does it become that the 
only feasible and practical way of get- 
ting the camal’’is by the Nicaraguan 
route.”’ 

The Hoar Bill. 

Senator Mitchell, of Oregon, and Sena- 
tor Harris, of Kansas, and other mem- 
bers of the canal committee, feel equally 
certain that, as Senator Morgan says, the 
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bill will not be sidetracked, but that @ 
yote will be taken on it at this session. 
Those gentlemen are equally certain of 
the strength of the Nicaraguan project, 
as compared with its rival, but they will 
find that strong influences are at work 
in favor of the Panama route which may 
delay action. 

The only recent development of im- 
portance in connection with the canal 
is the bill introduced by Senator Hoar, . 
which makes it the duty of the president 
to proceed? with the construction of a 
canal by whichever route he may deem 
best, and carries an appropriation of 
$180,000,000 for the work, $10,000,000 of 
which is to be immediately available. 
This differs ‘from the Spooner amend- 
ment tn one important particular. 

The Spooner proposition makes the 
Panama route the first choice, authorig- 
ing the president to begin construction 
by that route with the provision that if 
he finds the obstacles—legal, national or 
financial—too great in the Panama propo- 
sition, he shall then take up the Nica- 
ragua route and put that through. Sena- 
tor Hoar’s bill expresses no preference, 
but leaves the whole matter with the 
president. The indications are that this 
Hoar bill will pass if the Hepburn bill, 
which is now pending, should not get 
the requisite number of votes to put it 
through. 


The Cuban Bill. 

With regard to the Cuban reciprocity 
bill, the situation is as uncertain as it 
has been since the bill passed the house. 

The administration leaders of the sen- 
ate have been greatly troubled at the 
talk of the beet sugar republicans, who 
have shown a disposition to go to any 
length to prevent a vote on reciprocity 
at this session. It is for the purpose of 
striking at them that the president has 
been quoted as threatening an extra 
session. As a rule threats of extra 
sessions do not scare anybody in con- 
gress, but President Roosevelt is still 
such an uncertain quanity that the poll- 
ticians of his party do not know exactly 
how to take him and some of them fear 
that he would make good his threat 
of an extra session in case the Cuban 
bill does not pass. This threat may, 
therefore, have an effect upon the a@ 


tion of the senate toward this particular 
measure. 

The administration leaders in the sen- 
ate—by whom is meant Senator Aldrich, 
Senator Lodge and Senator Platt, af 
Connecticut—have, it is understood, 
abandoned the idea of considering the 
bill which passed the house, because 
they have found that the combination 
to keep on that differential amendment 
is too strong for them. Of course, {fn 
the interest of the sugar trust, they 
cannot, and will not, allow any bill to 
pass with a provision removing the dif- 
ferential on refined Sugar. But they 
have been unable to see how they could 
take the house bill and amend it in ecom- 
mittee or in the senate so as to strike 
out that differential provision. 

An Entirely New Bill. 

Their presént plan, therefore, ig to 
report to the senate an entirely new 
bill carrying a higher rate of reduction 
in favor of Cuban products and without 
the differential amendment. ° They be- 
lieve they can force this bill through the 
senate without amendment. In other 
words, they figure that no such com- 
bination between democrats who want 
to strike at the refining trust and beet 
sugar republicans, who want to kill all 
reciprocity legislation, can be made ef- 
fective in the senate as it was in the 
house. The opponents of the measure 
disagree with them, but Senator Lodge 
and Senator Aldrich are positive that 
such a bill as they propose can be re- 
ported from the committee and put 
through the senate. 

Just what grounds they find to war- 
rant their believing that such a measure 
can be forced through the house, it is 
dificult to see. The beet sugar people 
of the house are as full of fight as 
they ever were and they will insist upon 
the differential amendment just as they 
did before. Then, too, there are a good 
many” republicans who voted for the 
measure, with its 20 per cent reduction, 
who declared in their speeches that they 
would not vote for a greater reduction 
than 20 per cent. These now protest 
that they will not now vote for a senate 
bill carrying 25 or 30 per cent reduc- 
tion, and if they carry out their threats 
the opposition to the senate bill will 
be stronger than was the opposition to 
the original house bill. 

The leaders count, of course, upon the 
full influence of the administration be- 
ing utilized in behalf of the measure 
in fhe house and they believe better 
results will be secured through these 
influences than were secured before. 
What warrant they have for taking this 
position is yet to be disclosed. 


THE FUNERAL SERMON. 


A Chicago Preacher Announces a 
Change in the Custom. 
Chicago Tribune: Dr. Hirsch's an- 
nouncement of his intentions with regard 
to funeral sermons is in keeping with the 
character of the man. Sycophancy its not 
one of Dr. Hirsch's faults. If he has any 
faults they lie in the opposite direction. 
He is inclined to say what he pleases 
rather than to please by what he says. 
He says now that he will preach no 
more funeral] sermons except with the 
understanding that what he says is to 
be concerned not so much with the vir- 
tues of the deceased as with the general 
truths appropriate to the occasion. He is 
not willing to deliver panegyrics on dead 
men. Occasionally, no doubt, there would 
be a dead man about whom he could say 
pretty things and still keep within the 
truth. Too often, however, the pretty 
things said at funera§s are more in the 
vein of art for art's sake than in the 
vein of realism. The temptation to laud 
and magnify is almost irresistible. The 
weeping family expects ¢0 witness a kind 
of canonization. sually it is not disap- 
pointed. The minister comes with harp 
and halo and beautifies his departed pa- 
tron without turning a hair. His seif- 
possession is sometimes truly admirable, 
and his power of keeping his face straight 
almost incredible. There are two infiu- 
ences at Work upon him; first, his con- 
nection with the deceased; second, that 
mysterious softening effect which a 
death has upon everybody. We haye 
seen lately in a city not far from here 
how people can become hysterica) over 
a dead man who certainly was not the 
———— See ot aks the great 
whose 
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coil] from it, The funeral oration once 
had a use. When a Roman family listen- 
ed to an account of the life of one of its 
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times was preserved. The funeral oration 
of the present day has no such excuse. It 
is redundant. It could be spared. At any 
rate, it could be trimmed. There is no 
reason, perhaps, why itt should be done 
away with altogether. 

It is appropriate that when a death hap- 
pens there should also be a sermon. 
What Dr. Hirsch suggests is that the 
thesis of that sermon should not be the 
unsullied character, the spotless reputa- 
tion, the illustrious public services, and 
the general wonderfulness of the man 
who is about to be buried. We have had 
a surfeit of that kind of thing. Better 
and more truthful was the mining town 
epitaph: ‘“‘Here lies Jim; he did some 
things that were mean; but then he did 
othera@that were meaner.” The funeral 
sermon should ejther be discontinued or 
it should_he toned down.

Colonel J. H. Estill, of Savannah, has 
made very fgw speeches. His 
speech, in fact, was made only a week 
or two ago at Dahlonega, for up to that 
time he had been conducting a handshak- 
ing campaign and making his only 
speeches to individuals whom he met on 
these trips. The reports are from many 
sections of the state which he has visited 
that he has made many friends. There 
ig no doubt that he has done a great 
deal of hard work during the campaign, 
and though his task has been a difficult 
one he has enjoyed it and has retained 
his good health. 

Hon. J. M. Terrell hag engagements to 
speak almost every day between now and 
the primary.

Three Prisoners Have Every Reason 
To Feel Grateful to Chief 
Executive. 

Upon the recommendation of the par- 
Gon board Governor Candler Saturday 
pardoned three convicts who have been 

serving sentences for various offenses. 

Vozier Lee, convicted at the February 
term, 1898, of the Butts county superior 
court of manslaughter, was pardoned 
He had been sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for ten years and had served near- 
ly half of that time. His punishment 
was considered sufficient. The evidence 
In the case was lost and the facts were 
learned by the board from affidavits. The 
killing occurred at a negro frolic and fn 
the difficulty Lee was cut several times 
by the man he finally shot to death. 

Anthony Walker, an old negro, 50 years 
of age, who had served 19 months of a 
sentence for selling liquor illegally in 
Burke county, was also pardoned. The 


old man is a great sufferer from rheuma-. 


tism. There were four indictments cov- 
ering the same offense, to which he plead- 
ed guilty and he was fined $100 or nine 
months: on the chaingang in each. He 
was sentenced in the fall of 1900. 

A pardon was granted Rebecca Carter, 
alias Rebecca Carr, who was convicted 
at the March term of the Fulton county 
superior court of the offense of car break- 
ing and sentenced to twelve months on 
the chaingang. It seems she was jointly 
indicféd with Ransome Holt, but the 
evidence in her case was not very con- 
clusive. Her health is broken and she 
ig now in the hospital. 

In' each of the three cases of pardon 
the solicitor and reputable cifizens in 
the several counties asked for executive 
clemency for the prisoners.

MEND MATTERS 


So Says Dr. W. W, Landrum, 
President of Baptist Home, 
Mission Board. 


I$ GLAD HE WILL Go - 
BEFORE CONVENTION 


Dr. Landrum Says Board Dealt Len- 
iently with Cuban in Its Report 
and That Further Inves- 
tigation May Prove 
Hurtful to: Him. 


Dr. W. W. Landrum, pastor of the First 
Baptist church, who has been attending 
the annual meeting of the Soythern Bap- 
tist convention at Asheville, returned to 
the city Saturday night and filled ‘is 
pulpit yesterday. 

Dr. Landrum made an interesting 
statement when seen by a representative 
of The Constitution last night as to the 
report from Asheville that Dr. A. J. 
Diaz, who formerly § represented the 
Southern Baptist church in Cuba, is to 
go before the convention. The purposs 
of Dr. Diaz, it is understood, is to de- 
fend himself against the charges made 
by the home mission board, of which 
Dr. Landrum is president. Dr, Landrum 
said last night: | 

“The members of the board will be 
very glad for Dr. Diaz to go before the 
convention and make any such statement 
as he may see fit. If I were in Ashe- 
ville I would ask the convention to give 
him the privileges of the floor and I am 
sure that some other member of the 
board will. When I left Asheville Dr. 
Diaz had not arrived. 

“However it is my belief that Dr. Diaz 
will fail to improve the situation or his 
own standing with the church by call- 
ing further attention to this matter. i1 
making its report the beard dealt very 
leniently with Dr. Diaz and a further in- 
vestigation might lead to relations which 
would be altogether unpleasant to him. 
I am glad that he is to appear before the 
convention. as I wish him to have the 
fullest and fairest hearing.”’ 

Dr. Landrum jis enthusiastic over the 
convention and its work. In speaking of 
it he said: 

“The Asheville convention is the great- 
est in point of numbers that I have ever 
attended. It is a great gathering and 
will be memorable in the history of the 
Southern Baptist church. As is well 
known the convention runs on a paying 
basis and every city in the south is now 
clamoring for its meetings. The Georgia 
delegation had to make a hord fight to 
get the next meeting for Savannah.”

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THE PASSING THRONG.

“Speaking of earthquakes and vol- 
canoes,’’ said Mr. W. J, Mayberry, a 
traveling man of Chicago, who is in At- 
lanta on business, “I orce had an ex- 
perience with one that I will not soon 
forget. I used to travel for my house 
through the west and southwest and 
spent much of my time in California. 
The golden west every now and then 
gets bumped by a trembler. These earth- 
quakes have been attributed by the ex- 
perts at the Lick observatory to the 
submarine volcanoes that are supposed 
to exist along thé boithern coast of 
California, and if that is the case it 
accounts, to my mind, for the warmth 
of the water of the Pacific, espectally 
at Santa Barbara, the year ‘round. 

“But to my particular shaker. iI 
reached Santa Barbara one afternoon 
late in October, 1886. What struck me 
as a strange thing when I stepped off 
the train was the oppressive feeling the 
atmosphere caused upon my ear drums. 
For several minutes it seemed as if 
sométhing was buzzing into them, and 
then everything grew strangely quiet: 
that kind of quiet which Gray so faith- 
fully portrays in his Blegy: ‘And all 
the world a solemn stillness holds.’ 

“As the evening advanced the stillness 
grew more and more oppressive. The 
sun went down a mass of flaming red 
that seemed to hover over the channel 
island like a great ball of molten fire, 
and to be be nearer to earth than its 
accustomed wont, so great it looked. 

“Of course, I attributed this to a Cali- 
fornia evening, and thought nothing of 
it. If I had been at all observant I 
should have noticéd a manifestation of 
uneasiness among the natives, especially 
the Spanish, who kept their weather 
eyes‘on the east, evidently waiting for 
the moon to rige. And what a moon! 
I have seen it rise over the great Mo- 
jave, where it looks as if it were so 
close that a good rifle would reach it, 
but I have never seen such a moon as 
arose that night over the towering 
peaks of the Santa Ynez mountains which 
close about the seaside city of Santa 
Barbara in the form of a crescent. One 
phase of the rising of Luna was a pre- 
ceding wave of purplish blue, succeeded 
by a dark red, after which the moon 
appeared. The face of the planet, like 
the setting sun, was dark red. A greaser 
employee of the hotel who was working 
on the lawn looked at it, ahd then 
crossed himself awesomely as the great 
ball arose above the mountains. I 
heard him mutter a frightened prayer 
to his Santa Magia, but I thought’ noth- 


ing hatas the greasers are all very 
devout tholics and given to frequent 
manifestattons of their entire depend- 


ence for protection ,upon their patron 
sainta, 


“As I started for my room I felt the 


oppressiveness of the air more than ever. 
All these signs I had witnessed were the 
warnings nature gtves of atmospheric 
disturbances preceding seismic shocks. 
But how was a Chicagoite to know these 
things? So I went to bed in ignorance 
that I was in. for a lively night with 
the populace of the city. I slept well, 
but awoke rather hastily. I had a 
faint understanding that I was sailing 
through space, which I indeed was, and 
I awoke when I landed against the wal! 
opposite my bed. The hotel was rock- 
ing Hke a ship in a storm, and the 
night was laden with a loud rumbling 
and the cries of terror that issued from 
the streets. You could hear the crockery 
in the kitchen and pantry bang- 
ing about, and the windows were 
shattered like the cracking of 
musketry. After a vain attempt to 
put my legs through the armholes of 
my waistcoat, I finally managed to get 
dressed after the earthquake had sub- 
sided, and gained the street. 

“The people had all poured from their 
houses at the first slight shock, which 
had occurred about 10:3), but which did 
not arouse me. They were congregated 
in bunches, gesticulating like a lot of 
excited Frenchmen and terror was plain- 
ly written upon every countenance. I 
can't tell what my face looked like, 
but I guess it was as white as the rest. 
This was about 12:30. . 

“A peculiarity I noticed was the awful

stillness of the atmosphere. Voices 
from the foothills far at the end of 
town were plainly audible, while those 
who spoke close to you seemed to be 
far away. The moon now looked white, 
and far off, but a red ring of blood célor 
hung about it. All that phenomena I 
had a chance to note before the third 
shock came. And that shock was a 
bird. The first inkling I had of it was 
a distant rumbling, which, as it rushed 
toward the city, evidently from the line 
of San Miguel island, grew louder and 
louder, until it finally sounded like some 
giant train rushing over a frail trestle. 
The beach was plainly visible from 
where I stood in the middle of the street, 
and I caught sight of the great wave 
rushing with the trembler toward land. 

“Then the trees along Plaza Del Mar 
began to sway and crack and the ground 
looked as if it was rushing at you in 
long sweeping waves. When it hit me it 
found me standing, and not lying flat 
on the ground across the track of the 
“quake” as the -natives were doing. For 
a moment I tossed up and down and 
finally fell over, as I verily ‘beleve, 
overcome by dizziness. 

“The earthquake did grefit damage in 
southern California, and several were 
Filled in Santa Barbara.’ It was the 
most terrible experience [ shave ever 
gone through, and you can guess why 
it is I travel south now instead of 
west.”’

I 
think an injustice has been done me, as 
great partiality is shown to some owners 
of vacant land. This forces me to sell 
my land when there is no demand, and 
may be current democracy, but it is not 
the kind I have heretofore lived under 
for forty-eight years in Atlanta and Ful.

A NEGRO DEMOCRAT 
GBTS THE ICY HAND 


Colored New York Players Losing 
Game in Charleston. 


HE CAME SOUTH TO LECTURE 


‘When the Black Palmetto Parsons 


Learned He Was Loyal to the 
Democracy They Told Him 
That There Was Noth- 
ing Doing. 


Charleston, 8. C., May 11.—(Special.) 
Because Jerome R. Riley, a noted negro 
political economist and social philoso- 
pher, of New York, declared himself 
a staunch advocate of the doctrines and 
principles of the demo¢ratic party, he 


‘was denied the support of the prominent 


negro ministers and republican politi- 
clans, when he came to this city several 
days ago with the intention of deliver- 
ing a series of lectures in the various 
colored churches in and around Charles- 
ton. 

Riley’s experience affords one of the 
most unique phases of southern politi- 
cal life that has presented itself this 
side of the Mason and Dixon line since 
the close of the civil war. The New 
Yorker declares that he is being per- 
secuted by the members of his own 
race, and that it is due chiefly to such 
men as those who have denied him the 
use of the buildings and halls that the 
southern negro is no better off than he 
is today. 

A Graduate of Medicine. 


Riley is one of the widest known ne- 
groes in the United States. He gradu- 
ated from the Chicago Medical college 
in the early seventies, having been the 
first representative of the colored race 
to martriculate at that institution. 
Later he was the enrolling clerk in 
the first democratic legislature of Ar- 
kansas after the reconstruction period. 
At present he is president of the Colored 
National Anti-Imperialistic Teague, an 
organization that is growing in power 
and influence every day. Riley has writ- 
ten a number of books pertaining to 
racial philosophy and the political situa- 
tion in the southern states. 

He numbers among his friends many 
of the leading democratic: politicians and 
public men of the day. He made ar- 
rangements to deliver several lectures 
in the colored churches of this city, 
but when it became known that he was 
not a republican, the preachers prompt- 
ly put their foot down on the “intruder.” 
One pastor of a leading colored flock 
declared with emphasis that “no demo- 
crat, white or black, could lecture in 
his house of worship.” 


Denounces Negro Preachers.. 

Riley was completely taken aback at 
the cold reception tendered him by his 
Own people. He has ‘made a statement 
in which the denounces in rather bitter 
terms several colored preachers. 

“My political opinions are as sacred 
to me as my religious views,’ he said 
today, “and I shall not let this absurd 
interference on the part of a few nar- 
row-minded, ignorant preachers injure 
my work among the people of the south, 
which is peculiarly the home of the ne- 
gro and will be for all time to come.” 

Riley has enlisted the support of sev- 
eral white democrats of Charleston and 
it is probable that he will appear be- 
fore the public at an early date. 


RESIGNS AS REPRESENTATIVE. 


L. Q. Stubbs Made Clerk of City Court 
of Dublin. 

Dublin, Ga., May 11.—(Spectal.)—Yes- 
terday Judge J. S. Adams appointed Hon. 
L. Q. Stubbs to the office of clerk of the 
city court of Dublin to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death last Monday of J. 
Freeman Moore. Mr. Stubbs !s the pres- 
ent represéntative In the legislature from 
Laurens county. Before he could accept 
the appointment of clerk it was neces- 
sary for him to resign as representative, 
Governor Candler accepting the resigna- 
tion Thursday afternoon. Mr. Stubbs is 
thoroughly competent to make an effi- 
cient clerk of the city court. 

For the two places as representatives to 
the legislature from Laurens county 
there are at present only two candidates— 
James B. Hicks and H. Philip Howard. 
Both are lawyers. Mr. Hicks has been 
mayor of Dublin two terms.

MOYERS’ STRONG SPEECH 
FOR EXPANSION OF CITY 


HE following brief outline of the 
speech of Colonel W. T. Moyers, de- 
livered before the charter revision 
committee at its last meeting, contains 
BOome of the strongest reasons in the ad- 
vocacy of extension of the city limits ad- 
vanced before that body. The speech cre- 
ated no end of comment among those who 
heard it and The Constitution takes pTeas- 
ure in reproducing it for the benefit of 
those who were not present, as it will in 
producing any-other arguments on either 
Bide of this important question, 

Mr. Moyers said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Committee—I wish to preface what I am 
about to say with the sincere statement 
that the only possible interest I have in 
this matter is its settlement by this com- 
mittee speedily and for the best interests 
of the city. 

“This is the fourth day it has been un- 
der discussion and only one phase of the 
question has been touched upon—its finan- 
cial aspect. No view has been taken ex- 
‘cept the moneey view. No question has 
been asked but ‘will it pay to expand?’ 
No flight of oratory has soared above the 
eagle on the dollar. 
dombard street Jews would not have 
more closely stuck to this text than we 
have done. 

“There are two views of the subject— 
Views which have not been suggested— 
which I desire to present. One, financial, 


' Which I will present first, because I think 


that must be closest to the heart of this 
committee. 

“EXverybody believes that expansion 
will be necessary at some time. All the 
epeakers opposed to it have declared that 
the objection to it naw is that we are 
400 poor; that we cannot afford it. Even 
Mr. Spalding, the spokésman of north 
Atlanta and the nightmare of this com- 
mittee, concedes that there must come 
@ time when the city Hmits shall be ex- 
tended. My friend, Judge Kontz, of the 


' city finance committee, who at the thought 


of expending a penny of the city’s money 
indulges, Hke Jeremiah, in lamentations, 
Bays that the only reason we should not 
expand now is because we are too poor. 
I defy any one to show that at any time 
in its future history Atlanta will ever 
have a greater surplus in her treasury 
than she has now. The needs of the city 
always have and always will exceed its 
income. So I defy any one to dispute the 
proposition that this outlying territory 
may be annexed with less cost now than 
at any future time. As a matter of finan- 
gial policy, as a matter of cheapness, it 
is best to annex and annex right now. 
What will be the expenses incident to an- 
nexation? More school houses for the 
children, more police for the protection of 
the territory, more sewers, more pave- 
ments. Mr. Chairman, the population of 
this outlying zone contiguous to the city 
is smaller now than it will ever be, call- 
ing for fewer school houses than will ever 
be necessary, for fewer police than will 
ever be necessary, for fewer pavements 
and for fewer sewers, consequently entail- 
Ing less expenses. The statement of the 
gimple facts carries all the argument 
necessary. Expansion is already neces- 
@eary. Now is the time to expand, be- 
cause now is the time we can do 80 at 
the least expense. 
The Public Health. 

“The other thought, Mr. Chairman, 
which I had in mind when I arose was 
this: While the question of finance is of 
great importance, there is another of far 
more importance to us as a city than the 
mere question of dollars and cents. It 
je the public health. Some four or five 
of the suburban settlements clustered 
about us are populous. They are teeming 
wuman hives, without police regulation, 
without sanitation, without any of the 
gafeguards for the protection of life, not 
only of themselves, but of ourselves. 
Gelf-preservation is the highest duty, and 
the preservation of Atlanta’s health de- 
mands tbat she have the right, through 
her health department, to regulate the 
sanitary affairs of these communities. 
When a pestilence prevails, in most in- 
gtances it has its origin in these quar- 
gers. In every instance we are without 
means of even satisfactorily quarantin- 
ing against it. If a contagious disease 
manifests itself in a home within \the city 
borders our efficient officers, acting under 
avise laws, throw about it the safeguards 
which, in great measure, protect our citi- 
gens from contact with it.

All the practices inimical to health, which 
in our limits arg proscribed, may flourish 
there. There is no remedy except to em- 
brace them within the jurisdiction of our

For City’s Protection. 


“One of the most populous and, ag I 
am informed, one of tthe filthiest of these 
Suburbs containg two manufactories, and 
we are seriously adjured not to embrace 
it because to do so wil! necessitate the 
payment of municipal taxes by these 
manufactories. We are told that all 


pal taxation, The eminent attorney for 
one of these factories has told us that 
clustered about it are 200 surface closets; 
and with a shudder, with uplifted hands 
and rolling eyes, he {mplored us to think 
of the enormous sanitary tax which 
would be placed upon these. It is a fact 
that upon these same premiges there is 
& pond or artificial i nd containing its 
water supply. A member-of ‘the board of 
health has said to me that this has been 
a& menace to the health of Atlanta for 
years; a constant cause of diseases in its 
locality and an evererecurring problem 
to this board. At another time another 
member of this health board has said 
that this pond contains enough deadly 
germs to bring stiliness to every pulse- 
beat and death to every heart in the 
city of Atlanta. Yet we are waved back 
from this quarter with the statement 
that our presence there might cause the 
wealthy corporation to contribute a just 
tax to our city treasury. We are serious- 
ly told that all manufactories should be 
exempt from tax; that they, above eyery~ 
thing else, should be fostered and cod. 
died. We are told that if we expand go 
as to ‘include manufacturing sites we 
should draw a circle about them ag the 
cardinal of France did about the form of 
virtue within which even the king dare 
not enter. We are told this regardless of 
the fact that the real fgctories which are 
entitled to our consideration are now 
within our borders, honestly and cheer- 
fully paying thelr taxes, and prospering. 
No circle which can exclude the tax 
gatherer can be drawn about ‘them’ yet, 
forsooth, we must leave them to the 
mercy of the excise man and favor 
and protect their competitors who have 
camped without our borders, bought 
cheap land and dodged the excise man for 
years. I say, sir, that if a favoritism 
should be shown to any, ft is to our own 
factories who have stood by us and with 
us, keeping their shoulders with our# be- 
hind the wheels. 


Equal Rights to All. 


“Mr, Chairman, as to the matter of ex- 
empting factories or any other industries 
or any individuals from taxes, permit me 
to subscribe to the views of the framers 
of the constitution of 1877, That was 
the wisest body of Georgians that ever 
assembled., I know from what has been 
uttered here from many mouths that the 
orthodox faith held by this committee is 
that factories should be exempt from 
taxation. I do not share it, and if I am 
a heretic g0 were Charles J, Jenkips, 
Robert Toombs and the other wise pa- 
triots who composed that convention and 
worked for Georgia’s weal. In framing 
that constitution it was their purpose to 
put all properties and ail. people equal 
before the law. And that constitution 
breathes in its every line the great prin- 
ciple, ‘Equal rights to all- and special 
privileges to none.’ We cannot exempt 
factories from taxation lawfully, and we 
should not seek to do so by any devious 
means of subterfuge. Nor do I believe 
that any factories which deserve our con- 
sideration would seek to evade fair legal 
taxation. 

“The exemption of this or anv other in- 
duatry is not merely unlawful, it is short- 
sighted policy; it is setting a bad prece- 
dent: it is contrary to the/sptrit, to the 
genius of republican government; it is 
laying the foundation for an aristocracy, 
for a favored class, which always de- 
velops to the injury of the common pub- 
lic. 

“Sir if expansion is necessary, if it is 
wise. then it fs childish to refuse to ex- 
pand because some of the occupants of 
the provosed new territory may wish to 
evade the just taxation borne by our own 
peonle. 

“Some of the speakers have wanted 
Atianta to sav to all the warld, ‘Here 
the whistle of the factory does not 
awaken the tax collector. here no tithes 
will absorb even a fraction of your rich 
dividends. vour surplus, or your bonds,’ 
For mvself. T prefer to hear from At- 
lanta the message, ‘Within these borders 
every man stands upon the same plane, 
and every business and everv property 
contributes ite just and honest share to 
the public tressurv. Come and he with 
us. and of ns. but rever ahove us. Hore 
are a hundred theusand purchasers for 
vour wares: here are easy roadways to 
ather customers: here gre chean annnites 
for you; here you have the prestige of 
Atlanta. which increases the vole of 
vour prodncts: here fs nubile snirit: here 
are moralitv heath nA nroerees.’ Thee. 
air, Are enffictert inducements for the 
coming of any prover énfternrise. and 
worth all of the municipal tax to any 
honest one already here.”

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BURGLAR TURNED 
THINGS TOPSY TURYY 


House of George Green Left Yesterday 
in State of Chaos, 


WAS AN’ AFTERNOON VISITOR 


Burglary Was Committed with the 
Streets Alive with Passers-By. 
No One Saw the Marauder 
Enter or Come 
Away. 


——— 


One of the boldest burglaries known 
in Atlanta in some time was committed 
yesterday afternoon between 2 and 6 
o’clock at the residence of George Green, 
an employee of the Sotthern railway, at 
114 Mills street. 

While ‘the family of Mr. Green was ab- 
sent, but while people were stirring about 
in other ‘houses in the vicinity and while 
pedestrians were passing along the street, 
and in broad daylight, the burglar forced 
an entrance to the house and ransacked 
it. The marauder then quietly made his 
exit, presumably walking out on the 
street, and made a complete escape, 
without leaving the least clew to his 
identity. 

The burglary was committed while 
numbers of people were sitting on porches 
Only a short distance from the scene 
‘and with the house in view. But the bur- 
glar did such a neat job that great sur- 
prise was created when it became known 
that the Green residence had been bur- 
glarized. It is probable that the burglar 
wae seen before and after leaving the 
house, but had arranged his plans with 
such care that he was not taken for a 
burglar. 

Police Work on Case. 

As soon as the act was discovered the 
police were notified. 

The burglar seems to have been after 
only money or jewelry. Whatever his 
object, however, he succeeded in throwing 
the entire house into a state of confu- 
sion. Trunks were forced open, bureau 
drawers pulled from their places and the 
contents emptied on the floor and fur- 
niture and other articles were scattered 
in profusion about the room. It {ts not 
known whetiher the efforts of the ma- 
rauder were successful, as it has not 
been ascertained just what is mssing, 
sO great was the confusion in 'the house. 

Confusion Reigned in House. 

The fatnily of Mr. Green left the house 
shortly after noon, locking it geacurely. 
They returned about 6 o’clock and found 
the house apparently undisturbed. On 
unlocking and entering tthe front door, 
however, they were greeted by a scene 
of pandemonium. Clothing and other ar- 
ticles were found on the floor and trunks 


and bureaus gave evidence of having 
been handled violently. 

An investigation showed that the bur- 
Siar had gained an entrance through a 
rear window. He undoubtedly knew 
that the occupants were absent, proba'bly 
having been alosely watching the house 
for some time to note their departure. 
The indications pofnt to the fact that 
he had carefully. laid his plans in refer- 
ence to the Green residence. 

Officer Jones is working energetically 
on the ¢ase and thopes to be able to ob- 
tain @ golution within a short time.

It is stated that Ratterree was steal- 
ing a ride on a freight train, which 
was headed for Atlanta, and that he 
refused ito get off when ordered to do 
eo by the brakeman.

His condition is extremely critical and 
his recovery is considered doubtful.

The name of the flagman who did the 
shooting is not known and it had not 
been learned in Atlanta last night 
whether he had been arrested. The de- 
tails of the affair are also very meager. 
Ratterree could not be seen to make 4 
statement, owing to his serious condi- 
tion. 

From what can be 8¥ned, however, 
lt appears that Ratterree and a friend, 
another young man, were en route from 
Alabama to this city and were on a 
freight train. The flagman discovered 
them on the train and, it is said, put 
them off. 

The train at that point was going 
up grade and its progress was slow. 
It is stated that the two young men, 
after being put off, again boarded it. 
They were again discovered by the flag- 
man, who for the second time ordered 
them to alight. It is stated that they 
refused and that MRatterree and the 
flagman became involved in a dispute. 

What ‘happened at this time is not 
known, but at any raite it terminated in 
the flagman pulling his revolver and 
firing two shots into the young Atlanta 
man. MRatterree was picked up and 
placed on the train and brought te At- 
lanta.

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ABLE SERMONS HEARD 


IN ATLANTA CHURCHES 


AT TRINITY. 
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‘An unusually large congregation heard 
Rev. H. 8. Bradley preach at Trinity 
church yesterday morning. The service, 
owing to fhe repairs and changes that 
ere being made in the body of the 
church, was held in the lecture room in 
the basement, and nearly every pew and 
chatr was occupied. The special musical 
programme rendered by the choir, under 
the direction of Dr. Owens, was a feature 
of the service. 

ne subject of Dr. Bradiley’s sermon 
Was “The Goodness of the World,” his 
text being, ‘“‘Love not the world, neither 
the things that are in the world. If any 
man love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in him,” I John ii, 16. 

Dr. Bradley said that the words of the 
text had reference to worldly things—the 
lust of the flesh, the lust of the eye and 
the- desire of life. This iast he inter- 
preted to mean the desire of some people 
to appear better than any one else in the 
world, when, according to the scripture, 
they should humble themselves before 
God and do ali in their power to help 
their fellow-men. 

He took the position that the world is 
growing better, and called attention to 
the good works that have been .accom- 
plished of recent years in the interest of 
the church and of religion in general. 
The speaker gave several striking illus- 
trations of the meaning of the .text, and 
held the undivided attention of his hear- 
ers throughout the discourse. 

Dr. Bradley is a very forceful speaker, 
and handled his theme in an interesting 
manner. 
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~ SACRED HEART CHURCH. 


Father Gunn continued his argument 
_ {n support of church indefectibility. 

“We Catholics,’ said Dr. Gunn, “hold 
that the divine plan of the church con- 
tained an element of indefectibility, that 
fe, of necessary or inherenf uffailing- 
ness, which was to protect the ¢hurch 
against the danger. or even possibility 
of lapse into error, hence we reject the 
theory of defection and look upon doc- 
trinal or church reformation as impos- 
sibie. 

“We admit sin among the memNers of 
the church, but we deny doctrinal er- 
ror. false teaching or false worship. We 
ground our argument for church inde- 
fectibility on two texts of scripture. 
One from St. John, chapter xiv, which 
promises that the Holy Ghost would come 
into the church to dwell in her forever, 
to suggest and to teach. The other 
from St. Matthew, chapter xxvili, when 
Christ said to the teaching church: ‘I 
am with you all days, even to the con- 
summation of the world.’ 

‘The presence of these two divine 
persons which guarantees indefectibility 
was not promised in the style of a lease 
for a few years or for a ftew ,cen- 
turies.. The promise was explicit and 
absolute; no condition was mentioned 
or even intimated on which the fulfill- 
ment was made to depend. 

‘There was not pointed out any time 


when the church would lapse, when aah 


would be cast off a8 an unfaithful serv- 
ant, as a renegade and traiter. Search 
the scripture, tradition, history, and in- 
quire if theresis any such notification on 
record. Examine the wording of the 
great apostolic commission and see if 
there is anythimg there to justify . any 
supposition of defection. Look at the 
divine utterance ‘from any standpoint 
you lfxe and see of there is,the faintest 
hint that at a certain epoch He woWd 
take away from His church al ‘divine 
credentials, that His divine spirit would 
cease to dwell within her, that He would 
abandon her to an idolatrous bent and 
leave her in a helpless, deplorable, God- 
forsaken condition which would last un- 
til a few centuries ago, when He would 
raise men after His own heart and give 
to them the mission of purging Hs 
church from error and reforming. her. 
Suppose, for a moment, that in the sixth 
century He abandoned His church on 
acca@unt of her iniquities and efiormitles, 
into what other existing institution did 
He then go, or what other ecclesiastical 
organization did He begin in her stead? 

“Had the church failed or could she 
ever fail it would follow that He had built 
her upon that shifting, unrelable founda- 
tion of sand which He had emphatically 
condemned in His parables and not upon 
the firm, enduring rock against which 
no power, human or infernal, was ever 
to prevail. 

“Brethren, we holé@ that Christ, who 
revealed the truth to His church, still 
preserves it, and ft is as unreasonable for 
man to reform the church as it would 
be to reform the world. Men may re- 
form a club, or a political party, but 
they can no more reform the church of 
God than they can give cohesion to the 
earth, or control the order of the sea- 
sons, or the processions of the equinox. 
The only reformation we admit is not 
of the doctrines of the church but of the 
Sins of men. 

“The great Cardinal Manning summed 
up our teaching on this point when he 
said the doctrines of the church are un- 
corrupt, they are as pure and @vine as 
on the day of Pentecost; they are so 
because the church cannot lapse. The 
church is the voice of God, the articula- 
tions are human, the voice is divine. 

“The doctrines of the church are not 
only incorrupt but incorruptible. To 
be incorrupt is not only a fact, but a 
law of their nature. 

“To say that Christ instituted a church 
which was meant to preserve and protect 
His revelation, td regulate the service due 
to Himself, to safeguard to the end of 
time the eterna! interests of the souls 
made to His believers and which was to 


fail after a few centuries of Trial would 4 


be the same as to say He made the 
ark with the clear foreknowledge that 
it would perish after the first five or 
six days of the deluge. They who main- 
tain that Christ established a church 
which He decreed and foretold was to 
last to the end of time and that He at 
the same time established it with the 
seeds of disintegration in it, or with the 
liability, capability or possibility of de- 
caying, are maintaining a thesis which 
from a logical standpoint I cannot under- 
stand.”’

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FIRST METHODIST. 


HH Hehe ee sesh eee 


The sermon on Absalom, by Dr. Charles 
W. Byrd, at the First Methodist church 
at thé morning hour, was in every way 
a notably wholesome one. It rang out 
like a clear bugle note to wake up the 
people to the dangers of young men. 
The text was II Samuel xviii, 32, ‘Is 
the young man Absalom safe?” 

He said in part: 

“In the analysis of human character 
we must decide whether the distinguish- 
ing Characteristics shown are to be 
imitated, or be held up as a warning 
against the breakers that. threaten the 
bark that comes dangerously near them. 

“Absalom’s character presenta many 
weaknesses when we study it. The third 
son of David the king, he grew up sur- 
rounded by all that heart could wish 
or that a gratified vanity could suggest. 
He was a prince, petted beyond limit. 
Yet he had some chivalrous sentiment 
as is shown by the killing of Amnon, 
who dishonored Tamar, his sister. This 
very act, however, marked Absalom 4s 
one who held the law in contempt, and 
his violation of the law and his open 
defiance of it in’ avenging Tamar made 
him an exile. For three years he re- 
mained in the land of Geshur with Tal- 
mal, his grandfather. 

“The crafty Joab perceived the king’s 
heart was toward Absalom. and through 
the interview of the wise woman of 
Tekoah, which Joab arranged, the king 
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‘consented for Absalom to return to his 


kingdom. But he was not allowed to 
see the king’s face for the space of 
two years. Absalom was not one to 
bear with patience such rebuke. . The 
wily young man set fire to Joab’s barley 
fields and brought thus the captain 
Joab to him. He demanded that he 
be restored entirely to his father’s favor, 
and Joab accomplished it. 

“No sooner was Absalom fully accept- 
ed again as a son than he began to 
plot against his father’s throne. He was 
crafty, brilliant and determined. His 
oily tongue was set to the diplomacy 
that would consummate his plans. 

David, besides being king, was a 
judge of Israel. He was growing old. 
his duties weighed heavily on him. Per- 
haps some came with contentions that 
he’ could not hear. The young Absalom 
prepared him chariots and horses and 
fifty men to run before him. He could 
not be counted as an old fogy, content 
to go about like the old king unattended. 
He was Absalom, the prince. He stood 
by the. way of the gate early in the 
morning, and with crafty solicitude 
greeted all comers. ‘Of what city art 
thou?’ ‘See thy matters are good and 
right, but, also, no one is appointed to 
hear your cause. Oh, that I were made 
judge in the land, that any man who 
hath any suit or cause might come 
unto me, and I would do him justice!’ 
When any came near to do obeisance 
to the fawning prince he put forth his 
hand and; kissed him and so stole the 
hearts of the people. 

‘With a Me on his lips, Absalom de- 
parted, presumably to Hebron to pay 
& vow, and the indulgent king bade him 
go in peace. He made a conspiracy 
against David and returned with an 
army, causing his father to flee hastily 
from his capital, broken and weak and 
weeping for the wickedness of an un- 
grateful son. David fied to Mahanaim, 
while Absalom passed over Jordan and 
possessed the land. But the young in- 
grate could not hold in peace the throne 
of his father that he had usurped. A 
day of reckoning in battle came, twenty 
thousand men were slaughtered. Absa- 
lom rode upon a mule and passing under 
a great oak his head caught in the 
thick branches, by the hair that. had 
been his. pride. The mule went on, 
leaving Absalom hanged in the oak. 
Joab thrust three darts through Absa- 
lom’s heart and the people cast his 
body into a pit and heaped stones upon 
the spot with derisive hate. 

“Absalom is but a type of the fast 
young man that we should study. The 
fast yournlg man need not be a rich man’s 
son, he may be the poorest hostler’s 
offspring. The characteristics are the 
same. Dominated by rash purposes he 
is filled with evil and weakness. His 
extreme self-conceit makes his own lit- 
tle head the center of wisdom and his 
own wicked heart his wisest counselor. 
Being an outlaw does not disconcert 
him, he is only impatient that he has 
fallen under royal displeasure. His dis- 
regard for life and for law, his idea that 
he is a law unto. himself, mark his 
reckless life. God has surrounded us 
with flaming cherubim of law to keep 
us within the bounds we need. Absa- 
lom’s total lack of filial love, and con- 
tempt for godly counsel, illustrated his 
folly. There can be no escape from the 
awful consequences of such conduct. 
His extravagance was a feature of his 
life. He was bound to cut a dash in 
society, to set the pace and show Israel 
how great a prince was he. He could 
not be accused of slow notions, his 
chariot outriders must be seén and 
known in the streets of Jerusalem. How 
dangerous such a course! Of course 
David had to foot the bills of the 
spendthrift princeling. ‘Papa will settle 
before he would see me disgraced with 
an unpaid account.’ 

“Absalom was unscrupulous, 
his wits and his deceitful tongue to 
accomplish his purposes, however vile, 
regardless of the rights of others. The 
basest treachery, the most heartless 
sycophancy, the lowest misrepresenta- 
tions he used to usurp his _ father's 
throne. Could not wait at all for his 
heritage. Could not abide the delay that 
prevented the full blossoming of his 
pride. 

“What are the causes of Absalom? 
What made him thus? He was the son 
of a king. He had money for every 
whim. He was indulged past all reason 
and was spoiled past all hope éf pardon. 
He never knew the wholesomeness of 
want. He never rose to the self respect 
of personal effort nor’ felt the discipline 
of necessity. The tendency of money 
in young hands is to pamper fhe body, 
debauch the nature and blacken the 
soul. The dangers are so thick on this 
line that indulgence is unkind and lack 
of restraint means imminent ruin. 

‘“‘Absalom’s moral and religious train- 
ing was neglected. David was a pious 
a with a multiplicity of cares. He 
was sadly lacking in. the performance 
of duty to his petted boy. Absalom 
was left to the training of his mother. 
The fact that she was the daughter of 
a heathen king, or that David should 
not have contracted such a marriage, 
eannot dispose of the truth that Ab- 
salom. her son, was also David's son, 
and that David was.due the boy in 
fullest justice the intimate fdtherly as- 
sociation and confidence that would save 
the boy from himself. David was sing- 
ing psalms and devoting his time to 
other things, and Absalom went his own 
wild way. Unwise varental indulgence 
cannot .be excused. There is needed the 
iron grip of the father consecrated to 
the duty he owes his boy and his God. 
Tt takes all thie fo restrain the hot- 
blooded yofith. Blend with it the good 
mother. No one pan set aside the value 
in a voung man's life of the richest bless- 
ing that can come to it—a godly mother. 
Her hands pressed upon his leaves 
a lingering memory of their touch long 
after they have been folded for the last 
time. The hot tears of mother’s solici- 
tude upon his cheek come as a benedic 


tien that never passes. ptm ' 
“T’nfortunately for Absalom he was

“The question today is, ‘Is the young

He 
can steer our bark amid the breakers 
that threaten it. He formulated rules 
of life that will keep us in the most 
tempestuous scenes, even as enticing and 
dangerous as those that overwhelmed 
Absalom. Keep the young man safe! 
Remember the way of safety and the 
path of peace and have the courage to 
walk it with unfaltering step.” 


* CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 
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The revivals meetings being conducted 
by the First Christian church, West End 
Christian church and Howell Station mis- 
sion reached high water mark yesterday. 
Evangelist Coombs spoke three times at 
the First church. At 10:15 @. m. he ad- 
dressed the children; at 11 a. m. he 
preached, and the house was crowded to 
its utmost capacity, the galleries were 
full, chairs were placed in the aisles, and 
every other available space; at 3 p. m. 
he again spoke at the same place to wom- 
en only.- This, like the others, was 2 
very tender and helpful meeting. At 
these three meetings there were thirty- 
five additions to the First church. 

Mr. Coombs hurried from this meeting 
to the West End church, where he again 
spoke to a large and appreciative au- 
dience. 

At 8 o’clock the large gospel tent. seat- 
ing about two thousand, was filled and 
many failed to find seats. Dr. Coombs 
preached one of the strongest sermons 
of the entire meeting on “‘The Cjuestion 
of the Ages; or, What Will You Do 
With Jesus?” The great audience was 
deeply stirred, and five persons took 
their stand on the Lord’s side, making in 
all forty yesterday. Mr. Coombs’ theme 
tonight will be “A New Testament Con- 
version.,”’ 

While these meetings are being conduct- 
ed by the Christian church people, they 
are run on broad evangelical lines. In 
fact, they are union meetings, in that all 
the people of Atlanta who wish to see 
souls saved are invited to cooperate in 
them. Mr. Coombs has repeatedly an- 
nounced that he would gladly hold an 
afternoon service in any church in the 
city that might be opened to him, and, 
further, that a person could take a stand 
for Christ at the tent and unite with 
whatever congregation he preferred. This 
broad Christian spirit has won for Mr. 
Coombs a host of friends in all the 
churches, and they are rallying around 
him in his work at the tent. It is no un- 
common thing to hear Methodists, Bap- 
tists, Presbyteriang and others say: ‘I 
never in ‘all my life heard such soul- 
stirring preaching, and I am praying for 
this meeting.’ 

The meetings wiil-continue through the 
week, with preaching every night at the 
tent at 8 o'clock. On Tuesday at 3:30 p. 
m. there will be preaching and baptising 
at the First church, 44 East Humn‘er 
street. Mr. Coombs is one of the most 
powerful preachers that ever spoke in 
Atlanta, and the Lord is greatly blessing 
his labors. 
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Dr. William J. Holtzclaw returned from 
the Southern’ Baptist convention at 
Ashevlile, N. C., in ‘time to preach at 8 
o’clock. His subject Was ‘‘Dots from the 
Convention,” and thé ‘text was selected 
from Genesis xlix, 10—“Unto Him shall 
the gathering of the people be.’’ 

He said in part: 

“This session of the convention was the 
forty-seventh, but it is the fifty-seventh 
year since its organization. It was the 
largest in attendarme I have ever seen 
and I have been in attendance nearly 
every year for over twenty-five years. 
The lst of delegates aggregated a total 
of 1,528, to which must be added a large 
number of visitors and spectators. The 
immense auditorium, built expressly for 
the convention’s use, was filled to its ut- 
most capacity. A number of misionaries 
employed by the home and foreign boards 
were present, including Dr. A. J. Diaz, 
of Cuba. The foreign mission fields of the 
convention are divided into two Classes: 
fhe papal and the pagan. The former 
consists of Mexico, Brazil and Italy, while 
the latter consists of China, Japan and 
Africa. The total amount of money 
raised and expended by the home board 
for the past year was nearly $130,000, 
while the amount raised and expended 
by the foreign board was nearly $174,000. 
This has been a great year in the history 
of the convention. The Baptist Pullica- 
tion Society of Canton, China, sent a 
large number of copies of the translation 
of a part of the New Testament into the 
Chinese language to be given to the 
members of the convention. The conven- 
tion expressed its appreciation of this 
movement by raising $441 in cash to be 
sent back to China to help in the trans- 
lation of the entire Bible into Chinese. 
Dr. George Dana Boardman, stepson of 
Adonirom Judson, the great missionary, 
was in the convention and was received 
with much enthusiasm. The spirit of the 
convention was the very best. It was 
uplifting and encouraging and made all 
of us feel like going home and conse- 
crating ourselves anew to the great work 
of soul winning. 

“The missjonary spirit was the atmos- 
phere of the conyention. The following 
four states agreed to raise for this con- 
ventiona? year $100,000: Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Georgia and Texas, while the re- 
maining states and territories agreed to 
raise another $100,000 to be expended in 
foreign mission work. May the Lord of 
the harvest help us to go to Savannah 
next year with greater things for God. 
The gathering of the nations unto the 
Lord is the consummation of the Lord's 
Prayer when He prayed, “Thy kingdom 
come.

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GENERAL CUSTER’S OLD HOME. 


House He Erected in 1868, in Tope- 
ka, Being Torn Down. 


Topeka Capital: The house which was 
erected in Topeka in 1868 by General 
George A. Custer: and occupied by him 
and his family for a number of 
years has been torn down to 
make room for a modern _ resi- 
dence. The old Custer homestead stood 
on a hill,between Eleventh and Twelfth 
on Quincy street, about a mile south of 
the Kansas river. Thre famous Indian 
fighter had a balcony built on the west 
side of his home, and Colonel George 
Veale and other old residents who re- 
membered him say that he spent several 
hours every day 6n his balcony closely 
scanning the surrounding prairie. 

When General Custer and his family 
moved into the house he planted two cot- 
tonwood trees in the front yard. These 
were voted a nuisance by the neighbors 
several years ago and destroyed. e old 
house thas been little better than & mass 
of ins for a number of years, owing 
to the vandalism of relic hunters. n- 
eral Custer occupied one of the front 
rooms upstairs, and many of his Indian 
campnigns were planned there.

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“The Institution of Marriage’ was the 
subject of an interesting sermon preach- 
ed. at Moore Memorial church: yesterday 
morning by Dr. A. R. Holderby, the 
pastor. His text was Genésis ii, 23-24— 
“Therefore shall a man leave his father 
@nd his mother and shall cleave unto his 
wife; and thoy shall be one flesh.” 

Dr. Holderby said .in substance: 

“The making of man was the crowning 
act of creation. Man is the highest order 
of all created beings because he was 
made in the likeness of God. He-is next 
to God. But the creation of man was 
not complete until a helpmeet was 
found for him, God declared it was not 
good for man to be alone. Something 
was lacking in man. The creation was 
not complete until the counterpart of 
Adam was created. The beasts of the 
field could not be the fit companions of a 
creature made in the likeness of God. 

“And so God made the woman from 
the rib of the man. This was the finish- 
ing touch to the work of creation. The 
man was now complete and paradise 
was perfect. God brought the woman to 
the man. She was his to have and to 
keep for himself. And so God made ths 
woman out of the rib of the man. The 
Hebrew word for ‘made’ is ‘builded.’ 
From this it would appear that the Lord 
chose to expend more time upon the 
creation of the woman than upon the 
man. Man was made of the dust of the 
earth; the woman out of finer material. 
If man was refined, the woman was 
doubly refined. She was builded out of 


+ . 


finer material and is of more delicate 


construction. 

“The woman was the finishing touch to 
the work of creation. Man was now 
complete and paradise was a perfect 
home. Adam was. created outside of 
— the woman was made in para- 

se. 

“This was the first marriage and it 
Was solemnized in Eden, God Himself 
uniting the man and woman in the holy 
estate of matrimony. Marriage is, there- 
fore, a divine ordinance, ordained for the 
glory of God and the happiness of man. 
Upon this institution as a foundation 
rests the whole fabric of society, the 
government and the church. If mar- 
riage should be abolished, then every- 
thing wculd go. The family and the home 
would go. Purity ard virtue and civiliza- 
tion would go. 

‘““Much also depends upon a proper con- 
ception of the duties and obligations of 
this holy estate. The duties and obliga- 
tions are mutual and the relation is 
binding for life. How much trouble and 
sorrow would be averted if marriage 
were regarded as a holy relation and 
marriage vows were sacredly performed. 

“God ‘declares that the man and wife 
are one flesh, and Adam understood the 
relation, for he said when the woman 
was brought to him, ‘This is bone of my 
bone and flesh of my fiesh.’ No bond 
can be stronger than that which binds 
man and wife together. No human re- 
lation can be dearer than that of hus- 
band and wife. 

“The word of God speaks out very 
plainly in regard to the obligation anda 
duties of husband and wife, and the love 
for each other must be like that love 
which Christ has for His church. ‘Hus- 
bands, love your wives; even as Chrisr 
also loved the church, so ought men to 
love their wives as their own bodies.’ 
“In the formation of the marriage re- 
lation love should be the only motive. 
People have no right to enter into this 
holy relation unless there be mutual 
love. It is love only that sanctifies the 
relation. To marry for convenience or 
for riches or for any cause other than 
love is a sin against God and is dis- 
honoring to the holy institution of mar- 
riage. This mutual obligation to love is 
binding for Hfe. 

“The Bible emphasizes the duty of 
Icve upon the part of husbands. There 
may be some special reason for this. It 
may be that man is not stro.g in his af- 
fections as woman. Man by his very 
nature is more liable to fal] away from 
his love. Woman’s love is stronger, purer 
and more abiding. Her nature is to love. 
The wife is enjoined to submit herself 
unto her own husband and to reverenca 
him. But this does not mean a slavish 
submission. The wife is not the slave 
of man, but she is his equal—his counter- 
part; she is one with him. If the hus- 
band is the head of the wife it is because 
he is the stronger and not because he 
is her superior. 

“It is his duty to love, cherish and 
protect h.s wife. The man who does not 
love and cherish his wife is unworthy the 
name of man. The true, brave man will 
be true to his wife at al} times. He has 
sworn to love and keep her in sickness 
and in health as long as they both shall 
live. 

“The man who loves his wife in the 
years of her youth and beauty should 
love her all the more when the bright- 
ness of youth fades from the eye and the 
bloom of health from her cheek. Then it 
is that her nature calls for mcre love and 
tenderness and sympathy. Indeed, the 
whole of married life should be one con- 
tinued courtship: one unbroken honey- 
moon. 

“Every man should be as polite and as 
attentive to his wife all through married 
life as he was before marriage. The 
man who is rude and ungallant toward 
his wife or who would be gulifity of any 
unkindness or cruelty to her violates ris 
marriage vows and brings a reproach 
upon his Creator. He is not as good as a 
brute. 1f man is the head of the woman 
he is not to tyrannize over her. She is 
not his slave. but his equal. If man is 
the head the wife is the crown. She was 
the last of God's creative works and 
therefore the best, so her Creator has 
crowned her with glory and honor. 

“The game obligations binding ypon the 
husband are binding also on the wife in 
the marriage relation. She is command- 
ed to submit herself unto her own hus- 
band anid to love and cherish him as long 
as they both shall live. There must be 
the mutual burden-bearing of husband 
and wife. Both bave their peculiar re- 
sponsibilities, cares and burdens. Each 
should help the other and thus fulfill 
their solemn vows made to God and'‘to 
each other.”

ATLANTAS GOT WORST OF IT. 


Even from the Chattanooga Stand- 
point Umpire Wilson Was 
Unfair. 

In reference to the treatment received fh 
Chattanooga by the Atlanta baseball 
team, The Chattanooga News has some 
interesting things to say. The following 
comment refers to the game on last Fri- 
day, Guring the progress of which four 
Atlanta players were put off the field by 
Umpire Wilson: 

‘The whole game from start to finish 
was a regular cutthroat game, in which 
Wilson perpetrated so many rank and 
rotten decisions that he kept the Atlan- 
tans ini a constant state of kicking. Asa 
judge of baseball, Mr. Wilson is about as 
competent as a 7-year-ohi boy is to build 
a ten-story house. He is the worst this 
city has ever seen. Possessed of but lit- 
tle knowledge of what he is attempting 
to do, and totally unfamiliar with any 
idea of the way in which men are con- 
trolled, hie seems utterly wanting in dig- 
nified bearing, and as an umpire he would 
break up any game he attempted to run. 

‘‘The game began well, both clubs play- 
ing the game as it should be played, and 
giving promise ‘of being a close game. 
Chattanooga played fine ball, but Paibst’s 
men were in the game to stay. Wilson, 
through ignorance or incompetence, or 
through @ desire to make it as warm for 
the Atlantans as possible, did not lose an 
opportunity to rup dirt all over tn’em. 
When he made a decision, instead of com- 
pelling the players to abide ‘by it, ne 
would argue the point with the dissent- 
ing players. 

‘In one cage he put Manager Pabst out 
of the field, but it could not be seen why 
he did so, as the Atlamta manager was 
on the players’ bench the entire time of 
the game and nothing could be seen to 
prompt such action.
